Joseph, From Vienna he will resume 
his journey to Corfu. On his way 
home it is thought likely he may visit 
Rome for the international exposition 
that will then-be in progress there in 
celebration of the seimi-centennial 
Niversary of United Italy.

Chicago, Mar, 22.—Those who fol- 
low events in grappling usually find, 
when a season is about terminating, 
certain contradictions that are not easily 
explained away. The season of 1040- 
{4 has not been any exception to this 
rule, 

The chief disappointment is found in 
the fact that there is no longer any 
likelihood of a meeting between Hack- 
enschmidt and Gotch, Those who be- 
lieve they have carefully calculated 
just which of these two men should 
win, would do well if they took some 
of the contradictions already mention- 
ed and let them enter into calculations.
